Four venerable pepper trees, a swimming pool location and 
master TV antennas had the attention of City councilmen Tuesday 
night. 

The council had voted last week to preserve the four pepper 
trees on the south side of W. Sierra Madre Blvd. in front of the 
Lone Pine building but reversed their action Tuesday and decided 
that two of them must go. 

Plea of Property Owner 
The action was in response 
to the renewed plea of the 
property owner who wants to 
put in a sidewalk and further 
develop the business property. 

The council stipulated that the 
owner must replace the two 
trees with smaller ones ap¬ 
proved by the Planning Com¬ 
mission and that he must al¬ 
low for their growth in putting 
in the idewalk. 

Councilman Charles H. 

James, chairman of the Parks 
committee, summed up the 
swimrying pool situation to 
date: 

“Since there is now reason 
to doubt the advisability of lo¬ 
cating a municipal plunge in 
the City park, and since the 
city’s obligation for provision 
of future water spreading 
grounds is yet to be ascer¬ 
tained, there is still no cer¬ 
tainty that the alternate loca¬ 
tion is available. 

Study Underway 
"As things stand,” James 
continued, "no further course 


of action is yet indicated. Un¬ 
til it has been established be¬ 
yond question that land is 
available for a pool near the 
spreading grounds . . . and 
that study is underway ... we 
can take no action on a financ¬ 
ing bond issue election. It may 
develop that a third location 
will have to be sought. 

Councilman Harold F. Rob¬ 
erts, water committee chair¬ 
man, who was not present at 
the adjourned meeting last 
week when the swim pool was 
discussed at length, went on 
record Tuesday as favoring the 
waterland location but not if 
its location there would jeo¬ 
pardize the available spread¬ 
ing ground. 

Mrs. Grace Vane addressed 
the council from the audience, 
lauding the waterland as a 
possible pool location. She also 
said; 

“I believe the pool should be 
considered, as is now being 
done, as an enduring commu¬ 
nity recreational asset, not for 
its business or real estate 
values.” 

Demos Send Resolution 

Councilmen were informed 
by letter that the Democratic 
club passed a resolution at a 
recent meeting supporting the 
proposed bond issue for the 
construction of a swimming 
pool within the City of Sierra 
Madre on such site that the 
City council determines to be 
the best available for the pur¬ 
pose. The resolution was 
signed by Newell Barrett, presi¬ 
dent. 

Councilman James reported 
to the council that Francis W. 
Maxstadt of Sierra Madre, pro¬ 
fessor of electrical engineering 
at Cal-Tech does not in his 
opinion deem it advisable for 
Sierra Madre to license instal¬ 
lation here of a master TV an¬ 
tenna system. 

He was quoted as advising 
waiting until after the equip¬ 
ment changes necessitated by 
the imminence of color tele¬ 
vision are more fully known.

With another visit of the Red 
Cross Mobile Blood Bank unit 
in the offing for Oct. 7, Mrs. 
Ralph Jones of Sierra Madre, 
chairman of the local blood 
program, has announced still 
another use for the plasma ob¬ 
tained from such campaigns. 

The Southern California 
Hemophilia foundation has 
joined the Red Cross Blood pro¬ 
gram as a participating unit. 

"For the first time since they 
were born, hemophiliacs will 
not have to worry about a 
ready supply of the precious 
blood derivatives in time of 
need,” said Kenneth Ketchum, 
president of the Hemophilia 
foundation. To a hemophiliac, 
blood is a matter of life and 
death. 

Hemophilia is a strange and 
incurable malady which pre¬ 
vents blood from clotting. Only 
a transfusion can "bring up 
the clotting time” and stop a 
hemorrhage. In order for the 
anti-hemophiliac plasma to be 
effective the whole blood from 
which it is made must be rush¬ 
ed to the processing labora¬ 
tory within six hours after it is 
drawn. 

There are 120 known "bleed¬ 
ers” in Los Angeles and Or¬ 
ange counties and they require 
an average of 200 units of 
plasma each month.

Fall Weather Changes 
and Health 

As the fall season opens we 
usually enter a period of ex¬ 
tremely warm days and nights 
of increasing coolness. This 
necessitates adaptation to ex¬ 
tremely great temperature and 
humidity variations. Those 
who enjoy a high degree of 
vitality and resistance take 
this season in their stride, rath¬ 
er enjoying the tonic effect of 
the season. Others who have 
low reserves of energy and lit¬ 
tle resistance to bacterial in¬ 
fection and atmospheric pollu¬ 
tants find this time of year one 
of the most trying of all to 
bear.
